Hearst was born in San Fran- 
cisco, an only child. He inherited 
an estimated $25,000,000 fortune 
from his father, George Hearst, a 
former United States Senator. 
The fortune included ranches, 
gold mines, bank and railroad 
s‘°cks. 

But instead of living a life of 
eoce, Hearst plunged into a life- 
I-ng career of journalistic joust- 
i. He started with the then 

‘oken down" San_ Francisco 
’ --miner in 1887. He introduced 
r-1 headlines and big black type. 
Ie built up the circulation of the 
p-ner, then swung across the na- 
t'on to enter the New York field 
in competition with Joseph Pu- 
li‘zer’s World. 

From then on his ventures 
spread throughout the nation, un- 
til at one time he had an empire 
of 23 newspapers, nine magazines, 
the American Weekly and the In- 
ternational News Service. He em- 
ployed 27,000 persons in these 
enterprises. 

Hearst was a notable developer 
of special writers or columnists. 
The greatest of these was the late 
Arthur Brisbane. who became a 
Hearst executive at $265,000 a 
year. There were the late Damon 
Runyon, from the sports field: 
Walter Winchell, night life writ-

'B-50 Crashes, Burns in 


Seattle After Taking 
| Off — Other Victims 
| Sought in Debris. 


(Pictures in Everyday Magazine.). 


SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 14 (AP) 
—Eleven persons perished when 
a B-50 Air Force Bomber plunged 
into a hillside apartment house 
yesterday afternoon moments aft- 
er taking off. 

Dozens of persons in Seattle's 
south end industrial section saw 
the plane suddenly lose altitude 
from 700 feet up and veer sharply 
to the right. A wing dipped and 
the B-5Q scraped the side of a 
brewery, then plowed into the 
frame and brick Lester apart- 
ments on the hill behind. 

Six of the dead were members 
of the plane’s crew—ihree Air 
Force men and three flight ana- 
lysts from the nearby Boeing Air- 
plane Co., maker of the B-50. Five 
‘of the dead lived in the 49-unit 
‘apartment house whose _ entire 
north end was destroyed. 
‘men searched the still-hot debris 
until midnight for the remains of 
others who might have been 
trapped in the fire touched off 
by the plane’s 3500 gallons of high 
test gasoline and 300 gallons of 
oil. 

Coroner John P. Brill Jr. said 
‘today the 67 occupants of the 
frame, tenement-like building had 
been accounted for with a single 
exception. Brill said the unac- 
counted for man might be one of 
two unidentified dead, but iden- 
tification was not positive. 

Twelve persons in the apart- 
ment building were painfully 
burned or injured in the impact 
or their escape from the spread- 
ing flames. 

The fire re€uced the wreckage 
and most of the 200-feet-long 
‘three-story building to a tangled, 
charred mess of rubble. 

What caused the huge _ B-50 
bomber to crash is not known. 
Witnesses said all its four motors 
appeared to be working perfectly 
until it began losing altitude after 
taking off from Boeing Field.

This memorandum—which has 
no official senatorial approval— 
also quoted Franco as telling 
Senators Spain could use a 2,000,-

Report on Franco. 

The memorandum said Griffis 
reported that any aid to Spain 
“will strengthen Franco and be 
cursed by the opposition” but he 
believes “Franco is in Spain to 
stay and that failure to give aid 
will not mean that Franco will 
fall and democracy will develop.

How Plan Operates. 

Under the program, the Gov- 
ernment permits firms building | 
additions for defense production |} 
to write off the costs for tax pur- i 
poses over five years instead of 
the customary 20 to 25 vears. This 
reduces the tax liability of the 
companies for those years. 

Such firms also ‘are permitted 
to use the rapidly higher raies 
in establishing the price of goods 
they sell to the Government. In 
World War II, by contrast, they | 
were allowed to use only the nor-| 
mal amortization rate in setting . 
such prices. | 

It was explained that under the | 
present System a firm that was | 
permitted to write off the cost of 
a $1,000,000 expansign over five 
years could figure its amortization 
at $200,000 a year. It could count 
this toward its total cost of doing 
business and include it as a factor 
in setting prices on goods sold to 
the Government. | 

Under a 20-year write-off, how- | 
ever, the same firm could include | 
only $50,000 a year in its over-all | 
costs. Consequently, prices charged | 
the Government might be lower. 


3179 Projects Now Involved. 

Thus far the Government has 
granted tax concessions that will 
jet firms amortize over five years 
about 70 per cent of some $8.- 
833,154,415 earmarked for con- 
struction of 3179 projects deemed 
essential to defense. 

Wilson said the program should 
be kept in “reasonable balance” 
with the supply of building ma- 
terials. 

The current “extremely tight” 
supply of structural steel and 
other materials, he said, makes 
new defense plant construction 
beyond that now planned unlikely 
for several months, except for 
the most urgent projects. 

Arthur Smithies, a consultant 
to Wilson, said the suspension 
should meet the criticism of a 
House Executive Expenditures 
subcommittee which charged that 
tax concessions had been granted 
without due study. 


Five Exceptions. 

In announcing the moratorium, 
Wilson made exceptions to the 
general suspension to take care 
of urgent cases like these: 

1. Where requests for amor- 
tization would expire Sept. 23 
under a special provision of the 
defense production act covering 
plants already under construc- 
tion. 

2. Where facilities are urgent- 
ly required for production of 
specific military end items.” 

3. Where facilities are ur- 
gently required for expansion 
of critical raw materials. 

4. Where facilities are re- 
quired to round out urgently 
needed expansion projects now 
under way. 

5. Where such amortization 
plants will not require amounts 
of critical materials but will 
result in a substantial contribu- 
tion to the mobilization effort.

Deleted from the resolution 
was an earlier provision advo- 
cating eventual severance of dip- 
lomatic ties with Czechoslovakia 
if Oatis isn’t freed in 90 days. 


Representative Armstrong 
(Rep.), Missouri, who sponsored 
the proposal aimed at breaking 
off both commercial’ and diplo- 
matic relations, told newspaper 
men he had to modify it because 
“I couldn’t get support for the 
entire proposal.” 

Some members, Armstrong said, 
feared that the original proposal 
might further jeopardize Oatis and 
other Americans still in Czecho- 
slovakia. 


Oatis, an Associated Press cor- 
respondent, was sentenced to 10 
years’ imprisonment recently on 
an espionage charge which the 
United States Government has la- 
beled as baseless. 

The resolution refers to the 
“sham trial and unjust conviction” 
ef Oatis and urges the United 
States Government to “take all 
possible action to bring about his 
release.” 


Fears Oatis May Die Soon. 


Armstrong, urging the House 
yesterday to “get tough” with the 
Czechs, said the newspaperman 
will die “within a few weeks” un- 


less released. 

Armstrong said he had re- 
ceived information from Ray 
Brock, whom he identified as a 
free-lance writer, to the effect 
that Oatis is “getting the full 
treatment of confinement and 
torture.” A similar message from 
Brock was read to the Senate by 
Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, 

Armstrong said Brock informed 
him that “every brutal cunning 
method of inquisition known” to 
the Soviet secret police “is being 
used to bring Mr. Oatis to the 
point of death.” 

Armstrong said Brock’s infor- 
mation came from a Slovak under- 
ground agent who formerly was 
an assistant military attache in a 
Balkan capital. 

“IT am convinced of its authen- 
ticity,” he added. 

Armstrong said it is time to do 
more than “deplore” the Oatis 
case. The only way the United 
States could put an end to such 
“blackrgail,” he said, js to take a 
strong position now.

INCOMES OF ALL MEMBERS! 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (UP)— 
' Representative Mike Mansfie 
(Dem.), Montana, has introduced a 
resolution that would require all 
House members to disclose their 
total income, its source and all 
their dealings in stocks and com- 
modities. 

Each member would be required 
to file with the House clerk each 
January a statement giving that 
information for the previous year. 
If anyone is from a law firm, 
mames of clients would be dis- 
closed. 

The resolution also would re- 
quire the House clerk to publish 
after each session a separate tabu- 
lation of the voting record of each 
member. All roll call votes would 
be included. 

The resolution said these moves 
would “provide more democracy” 
in House operations.

In brief, our real military situ- 
ation is changing. The best men 
in the Pentagon are beginning to 
think that at least at some time 
in the’ future. when the balance 
in conventional military power 
begins to be restored, our basic 
strategic concept should change 
also. 


The fact is that our war 
strategy has rested squarely on 
population bombing. To put this 
ugly fact bluntly, our willingness 
to use atomic bombs against the 
largest Russian population cen- 
ters, in order to cause enormous 
civilian casualties and thus to 
disrupt the Soviet industrial and 
political system, has been the 
heart and soul of our war plan- 
ning. 

This strategic concept, however 
hideous morally, has been whol- 
ly correct, since this willingness 
has been the only deterrent to 
Russian aggression. 

Yet its weakness is very evi- 
|dent. Population bombing pre- 
cludes that alliance with the Rus-

| experts as George Kennan con-

If the non-Soviet world maintains a solid 
front—and solidarity is now more than ever 
necessary—the net result of any Gromyko fire- 
works may be to dramatize the isolation of 
Soviet policy. To that end the West must go 
to the conference with a treaty which the 
overwhelming majority of nations can sign. 
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A Question of Conscience 


We are glad that an investigation has been 


promised in the case of a draftee who was 
court-martialed at Fort Leonard Wood for re- 
fusing to take rifle practice on conscientious 
grounds. The draftee asked for transfer to the 
Medical Corps, and this was recommended by 
two Army boards. Instead, he was court-mar- 
tialed and sentenced to a year at hard labor 
to be followed by dishonorable discharge. 


There is, of course, merit in the contention 
of Maj. Gen. S. D. Sturgis that discipline would 
suffer if every draftee could decide for himself, 
on facing certain duties, that he did not wish 
to bear arms after all. At the same time, special 
status for genuine conscientious objectors is 
provided by the selective service system. The 
problem is to separate the genuine objectors 
from the pretended ones. The Army, as well as 
the draft boards which ordinarily make the 
decision, should have means to determine 
whether an individual's objection to service is 
conscientious or not, and should act accordingly. 
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They Couldn’t Remember 


The failing memories of truck lobbyists who 
appeared before a legislative committee in St. 
Louis may provide them with some feeling of 
security. It is often easy to forget what one 
does not want to remember. But the perform- 
ance of these witnesses was so patently absurd 
that it will do them and the trucking industry 
no good in public opinion. 

Everyone knows that the bus and truck lobby 
drove right over the House of Representatives 
and crushed efforts to increase the state’s 
ridiculously low truck fees. The House Lobby 
Investigating Committee knows it. But when 
the committee asked questions here about how 
the dirty work was done, all it got was a 
series of mental lapses. 

Anthony Altadonna, a director of the Mis- 
souri Bus and Truck Association, couldn’t re- 
member how many trips he made to Jefferson 
City. He couldn’t remember which House mem- 
bers he had known or talked with. He could 
not remember how much his own truck firm 
had given to the lobby’s so-called “public rela- 
tions fund,” though the committee said it was 
$100 a month. He said he was in favor of one 
truck bill, but he couldn’t remember which 
one it was. 

This is just a sample of what the committee 
heard. It was searching for a “Mr. X,” a man 
who told Gov. Smith about a $200,000 slush 
fund used to defeat truck legislation. One 
trucker after another denied being the Mr. X, 
and between the denials and the bad recollec- 
tions, the mystery deepens. 

But there is no mystery about what happened 
to the truck bills, or about the free-wheeling 
power of the lobby that left its tire tracks about 
the Capitol. No battery of bad memories can 
make those tracks disappear. 
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The 1500 Removed Tombstones 


In removing more than 1500 grave markers 
and monuments from Calvary Cemetery and 
SS. Peter and Paul Catholic Cemetery, and 
leveling the graves they had identified, the 
Catholic Archdiocese of St. Louis exercised a 
property right the legality of which has not 
been questioned. . 

It has been questioned whether it was a 
kindly act toward the living relatives to blot 
out the graves without giving them every op- 
portunity to satisfy the archdiocese by paying 
for upkeep. 

It has also been questioned whether the his- 
toric values involved were given sufficient con- 
sideration. Many of the graves went back a 
hundred years and bore the names of early 
settlers of this city. 

The Rev. James R. Hartnett, the archdiocesan 
secretary of cemeteries, who is directly in 
charge of their administration, explained that 
the archdiocese could not continue to bear the 
financial burden of these old lots on which up- 
keep fees were in default. The reason no effort 
was made to consult individual families first, he 
said, was that it would have been impossible to 
trace down every one of them. Instead, notices 
were inserted in the official archdiocesan news- 
paper, the St. Louis Register.

lation of Public Service. The State Public 
Service Commission is charged with this exact 
duty, and it seems doubtful that the city would 
improve on it. Moreover, if St. Louis got such 
authority from the state, every other city in 
the area which contains Public Service routes 
could demand similar power. Then one transit 
system would be subjected to a multiplicity of 
control. 


Mayor Darst has rejected these proposals, 


but approves of a bill before the Legislature to 
make a city official an agent of the state com- 
mission, with advisory power on routes, fares 
and so on. This, again, involves a piecemeal 
approach to an area-wide problem, and the state 
would be ill-advised to appoint agents in every 
city concerned. 

Too often the City Administration has taken 
a narrow view of transit operations. A year 
ago the city accepted reductions in county serv- 
ice. The trend has been toward unprofitable 
operations in the county, profitable operations 
in the city, reduced service on both sides and 
an increasingly costly transportation barrier be- 
tween them. This cannot do the city any good. 

It is natura] for city officials to want better 
service for the city, but they are unlikely to get 
it until they recognize that busses and street- 
cars run into and out of the city as well. The 
transit problem remains a metropolitan problem. 
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The Sound of Corn 


University of Wisconsin experts say they 
have heard corn growing, by the use of micro- 
phones and sound tape recordings. They say 
they heard snapping, crackling noises and if 
it was not corn growing they sure would like 
to know what it was. We think they have got 
popcorn on their subconscious, and that is why 
they think snaps and crackles are signs of corn 
growing. 

Our own guess would be that if things can 
be heard growing, snaps and crackles would 
be more apt to turn out to be green beans 
growing, or lettuce. Corn would be more of a 
crunching noise; that is, corn on the cob, which 
is the way it grows. A sort of oozing sound 
would be okra. We can’t imagine how a potato 
would sound growing, unless it would be a 
solid, mushy kind of sound, like one beat on a 
bass drum. 

What bothers us mostly is why a scientist 
should think any kind of noise is a plant grow- 
ing just because he can’t figure out what else 
it might be. We are reminded of the story in 
which the Lord was naming the animals in 
Eden with Adam as an interested spectator. 
“That one’s a giraffe,” said the Lord. “Hold 
on there, Lord,” said Adam, “how do you know 
it’s a giraffe?” “Well,” said the Lord, “it looks 
like a giraffe.” The scientists don’t have that 
advantage about the sound of corn growing, 
if any. They don’t know what it sounds like in 
advance. 

So far as we are concerned, we are skeptical. 
It probably wasn’t corn growing at all. More 
likely just the slight ruckus made by a honey- 
suckle vine working up the last inch to the top 
of the garden fence; or a rose bush stirring in 
its sleep.

Surely the Police Board should take prompt 
action on Mayor Darst’s proposal that 15 addi- 
tional motorcycle traffic patrolmen be placed 
on the city’s streets. Such a move is long over- 
due.

and bonds, referred to in Mr. Brott’s 
statement, represents the holdings in the 


tributions of its employes, and matching 
contributions by the organization, for the 
old-age retirement of its employes. This 
fund is not a part of the resources of the 
organization, but has been established to 
provide a certain degree of security for 
its employes by an independent board of 
trustees. One of the country’s outstanding 
consulting actuaries determines annually 
the amount of the funds required for this 
purpose. Mr. Brott’s comment as to the 
adequacy or inadequacy of these funds 
causes me to question his competency. 


It’s “Plain Nonsense” 


Mr. Brott’s reference to approximately 
$35,000,000 as the annual budget of the 
national organization and relating that 
figure to the so-called $100,000,000 surplus 
is plain nonsense, for the reason that no 
such surplus funds exist. 


Eighty-five million dollars referred to 
by Mr. Brott as the fund goal for the Red 
Cross campaign last spring is one item 
in his letter that is correct. Actually, the 
organization expects to receive approxi- 
mately $78,000,000 from that campaign. 


Approximately $34,000,000 from this 
campaign will be used to finance in part 
the organization’s operations for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1951, and ending 
June 30, 1952. The balance will be used 
to finance the activities of 3743 local Red 
Cross chapters throughout the country. 


The total estimated budget of the na- 
tional organization for the current fiscal 
year amounts to approximately $42,500,000. 
In other words, the organization will have 
to apply approximately $9,000,000 of its 
uncommitted funds to cover its expenses 
for the current year. This is due to the 
greatly expanded increase in the Armed 
Forces, the blood program of the organi- 
zation, and the continuing conflict in 
Korea. 


Outside of the Budget 


Finally, the $25,000,000 for flood relief 
appropriated by the Government has 
nothing whatsoever to do with the disaster 
relief program of the Red Cross, directed 
toward meeting the minimum needs of 
some 24,000 families affected by the re- 
cent floods in Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoma 
and Illinois. The Red Cross has $4,000,000 
in its current year’s budget for disaster 
relief operations. All, or a large portion, 
of this will be required to meet the relief 
needs. of the disaster victims in the four, 
states, in addition to such funds as the 
organization may secure from its $5,000,000 
appeal. 

The Red Cross annually {s called upon 
to extend relief on some 200 to 300 differ- 
ent disasters. Funds to meet these needs 
for the current fiscal year will have to be 
found outside of the organization’s cur- 
rent year’s budget. 

Men and women elected by the chapters 
of the Red Cross compose the majority 
membership of the management body of 
the organization, namely, the board of 
governors. These men and women are 
drawn from all sections of the country and 
different sizes of communities. They rep- 
resent leaders in Red Cross work and 
national interests throughout the country, 
and I am confident that the people have 
no reason to doubt the sincerity, ability, 
honesty and patriotism of these men and 
women in the management of the affairs 
of the Red Cross. .

Between Book Ends 


Pathology of Despair 
END OF THE LINE, by Stanley Baron. (Knopf, 371 
pgs., $3.50.) 

Mr. Baron has written a well construct- 
ed novel that follows, in general, the line 
developed by Eric Ambler. The plot deals 
with international plotting and conspira- 
torial violence. The characters move in 
an atmosphere charged with neurosis, dog- 
matic passion and despair. 

Emily Halliday, wife of Peter Halliday, 
a young American diplomat attached to 
the embassy in Paris, leaves her husband 
and goes on the loose. After two years 
of aimless wandering she turns up in 
Bern, Switzerland, as a sort cf weekend 
mistress of a mysterious, middle-aged char- 
acter named Ventura. One morning a 
young man of uncertain nationality whom 
she has seen before in the hotel bar calls 

at her room, tells 
her that Ventura has 
been killed and of- 
fers to drive her to 
Paris before she gets 
involved with the 
police. 

In course of the 
journey it develops 
that Theo, Emily’s 
protector, is a Com- 
munist _ agent and 


and that his purpose 
in aiding her is 
hardly a disinterest- 
ed one. He knows 
her whole history, 
and he wants her to return to her husband 
so that she can act as a spy for the Com- 
munist underground, 

Emily accedes to this request because 
she is suddenly overwhelmed with desire 
for this lethal stranger. Peter welcomes 
her return and asks no questions; but 
Theo’s plan for using Emily meets with 
little enthusiasm when he broaches it to 
his immediate superior. It further ap- 
pears that Theo’s bravado—on this and 
other occasions—has made him an object 
of suspicion. among the Red higher-ups, 
They suspect heroes; they want compliant, 
easily managed tools. 

In the action that follows, Emily's pas 
sion for Theo broadens into a deep, ob- 
sessive love. Peter, meanwhile, in — at- 
tempting to recapture the affections of his 
wife forces her into another open break 
that ends in scandal and tragedy. 

This broad outline has many possibill- 
ties but none is fully developed. Theo is 
represented as an idealist, seeking to in- 
vest his life with some sort of significance. ° 
His career as a Communist trouble-shooter 
and finger man, however, is disclosed only 
through incidental references and the nar- 
rative, in general, is so deficient in direct 
action that it never resolves into a first 
class adventure story. 

It is also emotionally arid. The author 
admits us to the private thoughts of his 
characters quite often but these thoughts 
are so specialized—except in the cases of 
a few subordinate individuals—that the 
reader is never enticed into the act of 
identification. Emily, for instance, is 
clearly pathological. -The only ones who 
seem emotionally plausible are Theo’s de- 
spairing mother and Mrs. Cory the dipso 
maniac. 

Yet this novel deserves something more 
than a casual brush-off. Mr. Baron’s un- 
forced style, notably free from strained 
metaphors or fancy psychologizing, has al- 
ready salted down to an impressive matu- 
rity even though “End of the Line” is 
his first novel. Descriptive passages are 
lucid and atmospheric... He can write, 
This present effort, however, must be re- 
garded merely as a warm up

Open and Shut Case

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300-Pound Master String-Puller Describes $953,000 ‘Samish Fund 
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RIME and corruption in Cali- 
fornia had a special flavor— 
exotic, over-ripe and a little 
sickening. The rackets, like tbe 
state itself, were big and colorful. 

For years, parts of California 
literally havé been infested with 
every conceivable kind of gam- 
bling racket. The “take” runs 
into the millions. 

One big gambling racket broken 
up in Los Angeles after the Cali- 
fornia Crime Gommission went 
into business was ‘the so-called 
Guarantee Finance Co., which 
posed as a legitimate loan agency 
while fronting for a $6,000,000 
bookmaking combine. Its records 
disclosed payments totaling $108,- 
000 for “juice,” the California 
gamblers’ euphemism (in Florida, 
it’s “ice”) for “protection” money. 

The Los Angeles city police de- 
partment was headed by a deter- 
mined officer, Chief William H. 
Parker. Our committee, however, 
was not impressed by the Los 
Angeles county sheriff's office. 

Guarantee Finance Co. shrewd- 

ly had set up its headquarters in 
a particujar political “island” 
known as “Sunset Strip” inside 
Los Angeles proper. This was 
county territory and, accordingly, 
not subject to the tougher Los 
Angeles police. 
* One of Chief Parker's agecres- 
sive officers, Lt. James Fiske, 
finally became so incensed by 
the sheriff's inactivity that he 
entered Sunset Strip and came 
down through a skylight into the 
huge telephone room of the book- 
making operation. 

Out of his jurisdiction, he was 
unable to make any arrests, but 
he did tear up all the bookies’ 
markers so they were at a loss 
as to how to settle their bets for 
that day. As a result, Lt. Fiske 
said, a stern letter was received 
from Al Guasti, then a captain 
in the sheriff's office, demanding 
that city police stay out of county 
territory. 

A county grand jury was 
probing pavoffs to law enforce- 
ment officers by Guarantee Fi- 
nance. The grand jury foreman 
and four county officials met in 
secret to plan the inquiry. The 
only other persons let in on the 
plans were two process servers 
who were to serve subpenas. The 
very next day, someone “leaked” 
the plans to Sammy Rummel, 
lawyer for gangsters, and reputed- 
ly the brains behind the mobster, 
Mickey Cohen. 

A series of incredible events 


followed. First, Rummel arranged . 


a rendezvous with Capt. Guasti. 
Guasti, in turn, arranged for the 
“mouthpiece” to meet that night 
with Capt. Carl Pearson and Sgt. 
Lawrence Shaffer, of the sheriff's 
vice squad. At this meeting, Gu- 
asti said, Sgt. Shaffer actually ex- 
hibited to Rummel the sheriff's 
confidential files dealing with the 
Guarantee case. Next morning 
Rummel was found dead—killed 
in his yard by a close-range shot- 
gun biast. 

The grand jury indicted Capt. 
Pearson, ex-Capt. Guasti and Sgt. 
Shaffer for their part in the 
meeting.

Mickey Cohen in recent years, 
told us that he does not go along 
with the rumor that the little ex- 
pug is now a second rater. 

Mickey, gambler and _  book- 
maker, extortionist and allround 
racketeer, is still decidedly im- 
portant. His “business interests” 
invade many spheres, including 
prostitution, Chief Parker said. 

Cohen, a_ sSsimian-like figure, 
with thinning hair and spreading 
paunch, appeared before us in a 
suitcoat of exaggerated -length, 
excessively shoulder-padded, and 
a hat with a ludicrously broad 
brim. Apart from police embar- 
rassment, Mickey’s troubles—at 
least five attempts to assassinate 
him—have been due to his falling

“T have never bulidozed anybody 
in my life.”

There was the time 
that one Max Shaman entered 
Mickey's “Paint Shop” (Mickey 
always seemed to have either a 
paint shop, a jewelry store or a 
haberdashery and some investi- 
Zators are unkind enough to be- 
lieve that he used them as fronts 
for bookmaking).

Most re- 
markable of all his loans was the 
$35,000 he said he had 0>bor- 
rowed from the president (no 
longer there) of a Hollywood 
bank, without giving a note or 
paying any interest. 

“What do you do for them,” 
I inquired, “that makes them so 
generous with you?” Cohen re- 
plied: “I can’t answer that; they 
must just like me.” 

Our committee had uncovered 
some interesting facts on Mick- 
ey’s method of reporting income 
to the Government. These inter- 
ested the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau, tob, and after our final 
hearings, Cohen and his blonde 
wife, Lavonne, were indicted for 
alleged income tax evasion over 
a period of three years. Instead 
of paying taxes on approximately 
$318,500 income, they reported 
and paid on only $87,500, the 
Government contends. 

(Cohen was found guilty and 
sentenced to 5 years in prison). 

The piece de resistance of our 
West Coast investigation was the 
appearance of Arthur H. Samish, 
the portly million-dollar beer lob- 
byist. Californians have had 
snatches of his story before, but 
never in quite such detail direct 
from the lips of the master 
string-puller himself. 

Samish stands over 6 feet, 2 
inches and miust weigh better than 
300 pounds. He is bald with a 
monk’s tonsure of gray fringe, 
and a face of bland innocence. 
He geéticulates freely in the 
grand style, stabbing the air with 
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COHEN'S ATTORNEY SAM RUM- 
MEL, WHO WAS SHOT TO 
DEATH, 


his horn-rimmed glasses or fid- 
dling with his watch chain, a 
heavy affair of white gold or 
platinum, made up of large links 
which form and repeat his in- 
itials—A. H. S. He speaks mag- 
niloquently. “I am here to co- 
operate,” he would boom at us. 

We kept hearing of connections 
involving him and Mickey Cohen, 
and Samish admitted he regularly 
took the baths at Hot Springs, 
Ark., a gangster-favored resort. 
There on his last trip, he met the 
East Coast gangster, Joe Adonis, 
and put in a long distance call to 
gambler Dandy Phil Kastel, who 
looks after Frank Costello’s in- 
terests in New Orleans. 

From his 1949 tax return, we 
knew Samish’s gross re in- 
come had been $143,697. Of this 
income, $90,999.94 represented 
fees from his “public relations” 
clients. The principal contributor 
was the California State Brewers’ 
institute, which provided a mod- 
est $30,000 in salary 4nd expenses, 
plus control of a $153,000-a-year 
slush fund.

Fix It Yourself 


Painting Porch Floors. 
HERE are a lot of places about 
the house where it’s possible 
to put on a coat of paint with 

no further ado and have the job 
come out moderately well—but 
the porch floor isn’t one of them. 
Getting a good paint job on this 
surface takes a little time. 

If you've let the floor go too 
long before repainting, the sur- 
face may be so rough that it will 
need a little treatment with a 
power sander to get it smooth 
again. Now all the cracks between 
the boards should be cleaned out 
with a sharp pointed tool and 
then filled after the first coat of 
paint is dry. The small cracks can 
usually be filled with thick paint.

Samish admitted 
that “‘cash’ and ‘contributions’

A Stonemason Tells 
Why He Is a Communist

TOULOUSE, France. 
Jens always maintained that France would never go Com- 


munist, and I still think so. The past five years have shown 
a weakening of the Communist strength, due to several 
factors. 

For one thing, food is more plentiful: the vote which 
constituted merely a despairing protest against hunger, with- 
out reference to ideology, has been lost to the Communists. 
Second, the Communist party has failed to carry out its 
pledges, and the realistic French have measured the distance 
between promiSe and performance. And third, the Russians 
showed ther hand so clearly in Czechoslovakia that no French- 
man could have any continuing illusions about the intentions 
of the Soviets in regard to France. Therefore, most of the 
French who still vote Communist are the doctrinaires who 
are fanatically committed to Soviet supremacy. I talked with 
one of them last week.

FOR CENTURIES the two provinces of Auvergne and 
Limousin have furnished stonemasons to Paris. This man. a 
stonemason, has spent years in Paris, but now is back in his 
native village, living with his mother in their small stone house 
which was built before the Pilgrims landed in America. 

He was a blond, burly fellow with none of the Gallic 
gayety; even when he smiled his mouth had a hurt and bitter 
look. His mother was tranquil and detached. It was he who 
introduced the subject of Communism, bursting out without 
warning. “You Americans can’t understand why there are 
Communists in France, n’est-ce pas?

UMAN beings have two eyes 
H apiece, the same as foxes, 

squirrels, rabbits, wolves, 
bears and other furry animals. 
Reptiles, fish and birds also are 
two-eyed. 

The two-eyed rule spreads far 
and wide through the animal 
kingdom, but it is broken by 
many kinds of insects. If insects 
had noses, we might expect many 
of them to turn up their noses at 
the idea of having only two eyes 
apiece! , 

It is common for insects to 
have four or five eyes! Two or 
three of the eyes are on the top 
of the head, and are known as 
“simple eyes.” The simple eyes 
seem to perform only one service 


Tasty Tricks 


—they help to tell the difference 
between light and darkness. 

The eves which do most for an 
insect are its two compound eyes. 
These give it clear sight of ob- 
jects within a range of several 
yards. 

The compound eyes are far 
larger than the simple eyes. We 
see them at either side of an in- 
sect’s head. 

When we study one of the large 
eyes through a microscope, we 
find that it is made up of dozens 
of tiny parts, or even thousands 
of parts. are known 
as “facets.” and each facet has 
six sides.

LIGHT RAYS travel into a fac- 
et and pass through color cells 
before they reach nerves. The 
nerves carry the “message” of 
what is seen to the insect brain. 

The number of facets in a com- 
pound eye differs according to the 
kind of insect. Certain ants have 
only about four dozen facets in 
each eye. 

The eye of a housefly has about 
4000 facets. That is a great num-

“THE SCIENTIST fighting 
them is Dr. Redginal Hewitt, at 
40 one of the great worm men 
of the century. Several years 
ago, after testing more than 
1,000 preparations, he perfect- 
ed the drug hetrazan, newest 
weapon against another age- 
old tropical worm scqirge— 
elephantiasis. ® 

“So far we've spent $200,000 
in the last three years and tried 
some 5,000 different compounds 
looking for something to whip 
schistosomiasis—and that may 
be only a drop in the bucket,” 
Hewitt said cheerfully. “All 
we've got so far are a few in- 
teresting leads—but we'll find 
the answer.” 


The task is made more diffi- 
cult by the g@omplicated life 
cycle of the schistosomes. They 
are parasites which require two 
hosts — usually human beings 
and a certain kind of small 
water snail. 


The cycle: 


The worm embryos hatch in 
the snails and escape into the 
water. Human peings are in- 
fected by drinking the wate or 
bathing in it. The worms ma- 
ture in the body and their eggs 
pierce blood vessels, often caus- 
ing internal hemorrhages. Aft- 
er being discharged by the 
body, the eggs® whip through 
creeks in search of another lazy, 
in which to 
continue their cycle.

During some six weeks of being lost in the bush, we 
eut the radio on exactly once, in order to receive a special 
broadcast concerning some spare parts for Jessica the jeep. 
There was a toutine world news broadcast going on, and we 
switched off the radio in horror. You never heard so much 
assorted trouble in your life. 

That night the hyenas sounded especially friendly, as 
they giggled and whooped and fought outside camp. There 
was an old lion over behind the next hill, grumbling about 
the cold, and he sounded like an old friend. Even the bugs 
that torture you seemed to have new consideration in their 
bites—at least they quit biting on old wounds.

THERE IS NOTHING in a jungle that isn’t tolerant if 
you leave him alone, including snakes. It’s only after you've 
hurt him or scared him or invaded his privacy that he slaps 
you silly with a horn or tramples you into the dirt.

X-MARINE VINCENT SARDI 

inherited a challenging 
tradition when his mother and 
father, founders of Sardi’s, the 
famous theatrical restaurant, re- 
tired eight years ago. Says Vin- 
cent: 

“The big moment to prove my- 
self as a restaurateur came 
while I was washing dishes with 
Alfred Lunt. He is a better cook 
than most chefs, and my father 
always had to be doubly careful 
of the food we served him.

“Don’t Cross the Bridge Until You 
Get There.” 

N Addy’s “Household Tales,” 
| pubiishea in 1895, our grand- 

mothers learned, “One who an- 
ticipates difficulties is told not to 
cross the bridge until he gets to 
it.” The time was a little more 
than a decade after the death of 
Henry Wadsworth Longfellow, 
whose poems were on every 
tongue, and the allusion “One is 
told” may have been a direct 
reference to these lines from 
Longfellow’s “The Golden 
Legend”: 

“Don’t cross the bridge till you 
come to it, 

Is a proverb old, and of excellent 
wit.” 

Although the beloved American 
poet referred to this saying as “a 
proverb old,” it cannot be tracked 
down any further in black and 
white. Whether its currency in 
his lifetime to which Longfellow 
referred was all by word of mouth, 
or whether earlier usage in print 
has been lost, as far as we konw, 
he gets the credit for the first 
recorded usage of the maxim as 
we know it. 

However, the wisdom of not 
troubling trouble until trouble 
troubles you has been hundreds 
of years on the record. In Shakes- 
peares “Much Ado About Noth- 
ing,” which goes all the way back 
to 1598 we find it expressed as 
follows: “You are come to meet 
your trouble; the fashion of the 
world is to avoid cost, and you en- 
counter it.” And the philosophers 
of antiquity had words of their 
own for the observation which 
Longfellow made a byword in 
American speech.
